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THE SECOND STEP. 


The World’s Fair Committee Com- 
pleting Its Work on the Bill. 


Chicago's Representatives Suggest 
the Changes They Desire Made.

An Appropriation of $500,000 to 61,000, 
000 Will Be Asked For—How thé Incér- 
porators of the Fair Company Are to 
Be Chosen—Chicago’'s Satisfaction With 
the Result—The Site Most Likely to Be 
Sclected—What Washington Wants for 
18902—New York's Loss—Proceedings in 


Congress—Notes From the Natienal 


Capitol. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 26.—The Special 
House Committee on the World's Fair met 
this morning to begin the consideration of the 
second stage of its work, that is, the comple- 
tion of the bill to givé effect to the décision 
of the House. Chairman Candler opened 
the proceedings by stating that the com- 
mittee was now prepared to entertain 
suggestions from the Chicago representatives 
respecting amendments to the bill already re- 
ported, necessary to make it apply to Chica- 
go. Mr. Hitt said that Chicago would leave 
the matter of an appropriation to meet the 
cost of a Government exhibit and Gov- 
ernment buildings to the House, and would 
be content to accept any sum that 
inthe opinion of that body would suffice for 
an exhibit creditable to the Government. As 
to the incorporation provision it was regarded 
as essential that the bill contain some proyisa- 
lon recognizing the present incorpora- 
tion which was organized under the 
Illinois law, and it was desirable 
that one-half of the 100 incorporators 
should be appointed by the Mayor of Chicago 
(a Democrat) and one-half by the Republican 
State Governor. The committee could be sure 
that the incorporators would be selected with 
impartiality and with regard only to 
fitness and zeal. There was no 
reason why, Geferemce to the con- 
stitutional objections of several members, ex- 
pressed in the debate on the floor of the 
House, the provision forthe incorporation of 
the Government Commissioners should be 
retained; and the only amendment the 
Chicago people had to suggest to that pro- 
vision was that it should be stipulated that 
the Coin missioners should be divided 
equally between the two great political 
parties. It was expected that these Govern- 
ment commissioners, although technically 
appointed by the President upon tiie nomina- 
tion of the Governors of the States, would 
really be selected by the stockholders under 
the State charter, the men who had 
pledged their money and who would na- 
turally expect to control and manage the Fair, 
There was also some objection to the pro- 
vision in sec. ot the bill allowing commls- 
sioners to be represented by proxies, and it 
would be prefcrable to omit that provision. 

Allofthese suggestions were merely pre- 
liminary in thelr nature, aud were not in- 
tended for the action of the committee at 
present, but simply as an indication of What 
the Chicago people desired. 


Mr. Flower moved the appointment ofa 
subcommittec to drafta Chicago fair bill and 
itwas adopted without division. The sub- 
committee was immediately appointed and 
consists of the Chairman (Mr. Candler) and 
Messrs. Hitt and Sprincer. 

Upon motion of Mr. Frank the bill (No. 
6,883) was referred to the subcommittee to in-

Mr. sprinter offered a resolution which was 
adopted calling on the- Secretary of the Treas. 
ury foran estimate of the sum ne@eseary for 
the erection of Government buildings atChi- 
cago and for making asuitable exhibit in be- 
halt of the Government. The committee 
seemed disposed to deal with the 
subject In * liberal spirit. It 
appears that before the decision of 
the House as to the location of the Fair, the 
‘ow York and Chicago representatives bad 

greed that the appropriation of $1,500,000 
dontained in the bill was excessive. The lat- 
ter bélieve that an appropriation ranging 
from 900, 000 to $1,000,000 will be sufficient, but 
as already stated they are willing to leave the 
matter to the House for determination. 

The Chicago men are very much pleased 
with the attitude of the representatives of the 
unsuccessful cities at the meeting this morn- 
ing, and say that they are assured of the 
earnest support of all parties who have ex- 
pressed themselves as desirous of doing every- 
thing in their power to make the fair a suc- 
cess. 


The Site Already Selected. 


Cuicaeo, III., Feb. 2.—Lake Front Park 
will almost certainly be the site of the World's 
Fair. The Daily News this morning announces 
authoritatively that so far as the Chicago Sub- 


Committee on Site and General Plans can de 
cide the question of the location of the Fair is 
The scheme provides for widening 
the park out into the lake from 500 to 1,700 
feet. This will give 260 acres for tho exhibi- 
tion buildings, promenades, depots,etc. The 
Illinois Central Rallroad tracks now skirtin 
the present water's edge are to be lowere 
below the grade and covered with a grass 
Plot. As a permanent improvement, the 
proposition will inerease five times the 
space of Lake Front lark and provide the 
largest park in the world located in the very 
center ofa greatcity. The site as outlined is 
just twenty-two acres larger than the grounas 
of the Paris Exposition. The Lake Front is 
the focus of the etreet car lines and is on a 
belt line rallway that crosses every railroad 
track entering Chicago. The site also has di- 
rect water communication witb all points on 
the great lakes and all foreign ports whose 
shipping can pase through the Wehland Canal.

Missouri Matters—Congressional—The Car- 
negie Dinner. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 26.—The House 
Committee on Agriculture to-day continued 
the hearing of persons interested in the bilis 
pending before it for the regulation and taxa- 
tion of the manufacture of lard compound or 
adulterations of lard. Opponents of 
the proposed legislation had the floor. 
The first speaker was W. J. Curtis 
of New York, representing N. K. Fairbank & 


Co. of Chicago. He said the case at present 
was different from that of two years ago and 
practically ousted this committee on juris- 
diction. The under consideration 
is not process of iegis- 
lative power of Congress. Unless the 
production onwhich it is proposed to 
legisiate is deleterious to health or some 
deception is practiced, Congress has no 
power to legisiate against it. My clients, who 
with Armour and Co., Mr. Curtis said, mann- 
facture 90 per cent ofall the lard compound 

roduced in the country, have been and are 

randing all their product ‘‘lard compound.“ 
Weask who is eceiving the public in 
this matter? General statements have been 
made that some persons are doing so, but no 
names are given. We wantto know who they 
are. The label we use on our goods is ‘‘Lara 
Compound; 'the bill under consideration pro- 
poses that weshali be compelied to brand 
them Compound Lard. Sucha matter is 
trifling with your time and attention. 

Mr. Ourtis, after a discussion by the com- 
mittes, was permitted to file the af 
davits of G. W. Tucker, analyist of 
the New York State Board of Agri- 
culture, and of the members of the New 
Hampshire State Board of Health to the ef- 
fect that examinations made by them con- 
vinced them that there was nothing harmful 
usedinthe manufacture of lard compound, 
and that it was not deleterious to health.

given in Wathington both as tothe decora- 
tions and souvenirs and the edibies. About 
forty gentlemen sat around the bgard, which 
was a circular table 36 feet in diaMeter. The 
menu Was vee in fine script upon beavy 
beveled blocks of papier mache, and every 
article of food was described in plain English. 
In the upper left-hand corner of the block 
were the initials of Mr. Carnegie in two 
shades of green, while the name of the guest 
was, dy a new and peculiar process, blown in 
giass at the bottom. During the dinner 3 
vocal and instrumental concert by noted 
artists was given, instead of the ordinary 
orchestral music. There were no formal 
speeches.

He Tells a Moonshine Story toa Morning 
Paper and Falls Inte Police Hands. 


Jack Wilson, alias Lige Wilson, alias John 
Burns, does not presentavery pleasing ex- 
terior, but he gets there and no mistake. He 
is ragged and dirty, but he is just sharp 
enough to hoodwink the representatives of a 
morning paper. This is shown dy an item 
which appeared in the columns of that sheet 
of this morning’s issue. 


It is headed ‘‘Mistaken Identity, and de- 
tails the story told by Wilson last 
evening. In substance this story was 
to the effect that Wilson had been 
the victim ofacase of mistaken identity the 
rivals of which only appéar in the yellow- 
backed novels and in the journals of the Paris 
police. A few weeks ago, he says, hé was 
living happy and contented with his family in 
the Cherokee Nation, seven miles from 
Fort Smith, Ark. He was arrested 
by a United States — 1 Marshal and taken 
to Plymouth, Hancoc ounty, where he was 
wanted for a murder committed by one Jack 
Wuson in 1876. On his arrival at be jail in 
that town he was greeted cordially by the 
wife, daughter and old acquaintances of his 
double. He protested that he was not the 
man wanted. The jailer told him Zack Wilson 
had a scar on bis left cheek, In the palm of his 
hand and on his hip. Wiison looked and sure 
enough he had the scars in thé exact position 
indlieated. He begun to doubt his sanity— 
in his story—and gave himself up for lost, 
Anumber of the most important witnesses to 
the killing with which he was charged could 
not be found, however, and hé was released 
several days ago. He catne to St. Louis dead 
broke and was only waiting to raise enough 
mohey to get back to his home.

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STORM AND FLOOD, 


Threatened Overflow of the Ohie River— 
Wind, Snow and Rain. 
CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 26.—All the elements 
ofa disastrous flood inthe Ohio River seem 
to be now present. Continuous wet weather 
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Was full ot cotton wood trees was swept out 
clean. The lower dam—a structure 540 feet 
long and sixty feet above bed-roek with 
thirty feet above surface—was swept away. 

A prospector who was camping on the bluff 
four miles below Wickenburg says the sight 
from where he stood wassublime in the ex- 
treme.Atanarrow pass just below them where 
the canon contractsto about one-fourth its 
width between perpendicular rocks severdl 
hundred feet high, the waters leaped up 1060 
feet with a fearful crash and roar and rushed 
through the narrow gorge like lightning, 
tearing out the last vestige of everything 
movable, leaving the bare, hard rock.

Swept by a Cyclone. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.,Feb. 26.—A wind storm of 
cyclone proportions, accompanied by hail 
and rain swept over this section of the 
eountry yesterday, doing an immense amount 


of damage to property and causing the loss 
of at least one life. The storm in Memphis 
was severe but no material damage was done. 

Brownsville, Tenn., fifty-six miles northb- 
east of this city, was the worst sufferer so far 
reported. The storin struck the town while 
its inhabitants slept, and had done its terrible 
work before the real situation was realized. 
It came from a southwesterly direction, 
and was preceded by a rumbling noise, 
which lasted a few seconds, and then 
burst upon the town in appalling fury. Resi- 
dences recked like cradies and heavy brick 
buildings trembled like leaves as the storm 
ewept by in its impetuous career, leaving 
wreck and destruction everywhere. 

The business houses that suffer most are as 
follows: King’s hardware store, Mann’s 
Opera-bouse, Guse’s photograph gallery, 
Brewer's grocery store, Hotchkiss & 
Lyle’s dry goods store, Scott's and

The 
Jewish Synagogue, the Methodist Church, the 
Baptist Female College and the Court-house 
were also unroofed and otherwise damaged.

THE PRELIMINARY HEARING WILL TAKE 
PLACE IN 8T. CHARLES TO-MORROW.

The Attitude ofthe Counsel on Both Sides 
of the Celebrated Case—Numbers of Wit- 
messes Summoned From St. Louis and 
the County—The Prosecution Still Busy 
Looking Up Evidence. 


The preliminary hearing of Charles F. Vail 
will take place at St. Charies to-morrow morn- 
ing before Justice Thro. That the examina- 
tion will be begun, there is little doubt, for 
the two sides of this celebrated case o¢cupy 
such peculiar positions that neither can well 
afford to delay. When the case was called last 
Saturday Prosecuting Attorney Mudd asked 
for a continuance. for ten days.

WEFKLY WAGE PAYMENTS. 
The Sunpay Posr-Disraroen has gone 
to the heart of the weekly wage payment 
subject by interviewing workingmen who 
are best able by reason of experience to 
speak authoritatively on the question. 
Few have dissented from the opinion that 
wages should be paid every week. 

Good reasons are given by the working- 
men for this opinion. They assert that 
under the system of paying by the month 
men who earn just enough to support 
themselves and those dependent upon 
them are forced to go into debt for the 
necessaries of life, and once in debt 
the margin of saving is so small even 
among the most thrifty and economical 
there is slender hope of being able to pay 
out and begin a month with enough on 
hand to pay cash until another pay day 
comes around. The majority of men in 
this condition become discouraged and 
fall into hopeless poverty and often in- 
temperance and crime. In the case of 
great corporations with factories or mines 
and thousands of employes forming vil- 
lages isolated from any other town, the 
company store, with its swindling meth- 
ods and its degrading bondage of debt, is 
a natural evil resulting from widely sepa- 
rated pay days. The corporations create 
the condition which makes company 
stores necessities and then profit by 
them. 

But aside from the benefits conferred 
upon workingmen by the weekly pay- 
ment of wages there is a foundation of 
sound justice for it. The laborer is en- 
titled to the wages he has earned, and it 
is gross injustice to keep him out of them 
in order that the employer may enjoy 
their use. He ie entitled to all the benefits 
of possessing the cash he has earned. If 
there is to be any advantage in wage pay- 
ments it should be on the side of the poor 
laborer, not the rich employer. 

Enlightened public opinion demands a 
law of the State which will compel cor- 
porations torespect the rights of work- 
ingmen in this matter. Others should 
not require compulsion to do fair justice 
to employes and vigorous public opinion 
fostered by a State law will render com- 
pulsion less and less necessary.

FOUAL REPRESENTATION. 

In most of the States of this Union the 
power to regulate the times, places and 
manner of holding elections for Repre- 
sentatives in Congress has been grossly 
abused by State Legislatures for partisan 
ends. Neither party has been proof 
against a tempting opportunity to obtain 
a party advantage from the abuse of that 
power. 

The Democrats polled a majority of the 
votes cast for Congressmen in Connecti- 
cut in 1888, yet three Republicans were 
elected to one Democrat. Fourteen 
States ruled by Republican Legislatures 
are districted so unfairly that 3,386,309 
Republican votes elected 126 Republican 
Congressmen, while 38,074,165 Democratic 
votes polled in the same States at the 
same election elected but 47 Congressmen. 
A fair apportionment of Representative 
districts would have given the Democrats 
of those fourteen States 82 Congressmen 
instead of 47, and the Republicans 91 in- 
stead of 126. That would have been repre- 
sentation according to numbers, such as 
the Constitution evidently contemplated. 

But the apportionment of Democratic 
Legislatures was probably just as unfair, 
and each party’s excuse is that it has to do 
this thing to keep even with the other 
party—that all the gerrymandering Re- 
publican States can do will not more than 
balance the gerrymandering done in the 
Democratic States. The consequence is 
that the Democrats have more than their 
proportion of Congressmen from the 
Democratic States, the Republicans more 
than their proportion from Republican 
States, and sectionalism is magnified in 
both parties and in our national legisla- 
tion. 

As if in anticipation of this wrong and 
as a check upon it the Constitution pro- 
vides that Congress may correct wrongful 
State action in this matter. If it would, 
Congress might make such regulations as 
would secure approximately proportional 
representation to both parties in every 
State. Butif Congress interferes only to 
gerrymander ali the States in the interest 
of any one party, the situation would be 
even worse than it isnow. The unfair- 


ness would be all on one side.

Curer HUEBLER is in a strange and un- 
pleasant predicament owing to the abuse 
of courtesy between police departments 
recently condemned by the Post-Dts- 
PATCH. He allowed an Omaha officer to 
‘‘sneak’’ away a disreputable woman 
whom he had in custody on a charge of 
larceny. He was thus unable to produce 
the woman in court when ordered to do so 
on a writ of habeas corpus. He is, there- 
fore, liable to imprisonment for contempt 
of court until he complies with the order. 
The charge against the woman has been 
dismissed at Omaha, showing that the 
extradition law was abused, and it rests 
with her to decide whether she shall re- 
turn to St. Louis and release Chief 
HvUEBLER from his predicament and pos- 
sibly save him his office.

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THE WHAM INVESTIGATiON. 


Appropriation for the Relief of the Fay 
master—The Committee’s Report. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 26.—4 report 
upon a dill forthe relief of Maj. Joseph W. 
Wham was submitted yesterday by the House 
Committee on Military Affairs. The bill pro- 
vides for the appropriation of $28,345.10, 
which sum was stolen from Maj. Wham near 
Cedar Springs, Ariz., while on his way to pay 
troops at Ft. Thomas, San Carlos and Apache. 


Maj. Wham was one of the best known pay- 
masters in the service, and was appointed 
from New Saiem, Pike County, Mo. The com- 
mittee on investigating this case became 
aware of the following facts: 

„hat Maj. Wham left for Grant, Ariz., May 
II, 1889, in accordance with military orders, 
with $28,345.10; that the money was locked in 
the usual treasure-box and placed in the boot 
of the ambulance, where itis always carried; 
that the escort was composed ‘of two non- 
commissioned officers and nine privates, be- 
ing two more than the usual number; that at 
a point about twenty-six miles from Fort 
Grant, while descending a long hill, 
n a very rugged country, through 
11 narrow gorge in the rocks, a 
bowlder was discovered in the road, 
which compelled the party to halt, and while 
the Sergeant and escort were gathered around 
the bowlderasingle shot was fired from the 
rocks to the right, about forty feet above, 
followed immediately by a voliey of from ff- 
teen totwenty; thatthe paymaster immedi- 
ately jumped outof his ambulance and ran 
behind a rock on the left ot the road and l- 
most immediately opposite the robbers’ pos!- 
tion, where he rallied the entire escort 
except the Sergeant and two men, who were 
in the melee separated from the others, and 
went further down the road. 

Ahe evidence adduced upon the trial shows 
that Maj. ham. from this point, made a 
stubborn and efficient resistance for thirty 
minutes; that he was cooland collected, and 
held his men untilall who were with him, ex- 
cept the Corporal, were wounded; that when 
the Corpora slowly retired down the hill witn 
the eight wounded men Maj. Wham called to 
him to return and continue the fight, but—to 
repeat the language which the Corporal used 
hefore the court—he ‘did not think that was 
plausible; that Maj. Wham, finding himsaeitf 
alone, retired dewn the hill) to a bunch of 
mesquite brush, behind which the 
wounded members of the escort hed 
sought temporary shelter; but Maj. Wham 
finding, as previously stated, that the Cor- 
poral was the only man not wounded practi- 
— gave up the fight, though he afterward 

e an ineffectual attempt to get the 
ne men into the rocks and continue the 
struggie: that the firing was kept up in a 
desultory manner for about an hour, during 
which time the treasure-box was broken open 
and all the money carried away.’ Within 
three hours after the robbery Maj. Wham 
notified the Commander at Fort Thomas, and 
also the Department Commander. Pursuit 
immediately commenced. Seven men were 
subsequently arrested and charged by indict- 
ment with participating in the robbery. Upon 
their trial was elicited the evidence above 


stated.

EXECUTION OF GEORGE CLARK AT WAYNES- 
BURG, PA., TO-DAY. 


He Was Hanged for the Murder of Will- 
iam Necausland, a Drover, Who Was 
Waylaid and thoet—Ihe Doamed Man 
Frotested His Innocence to the Last— 
An Account of the Crime. 


WAYNESBURG, Pa,, Feb. 26.—Clark retired 
early last night and elept soundly all night. 
He arose about 6 o'clock this morning and ate 
a bearty breakfast consisting of twoeggs and 
a piece of ham and some fish. He then took 
another sleep and did not get up until 8 
o'clock. At 9:30 he took some water and ate 
heartily of some cake and pie which the 
Sheriff's wife sent him. Shortly after that 
Rev. Maxwell called and read a chapter in the 
Bible and had prayer. 

Clark then claimed that he was not guilty 
and prayed earnestly that God would yet 
make known the murderer of Wm. McCaus- 
land, 

At 10:30 o'clock some 250 persons were 
within the inclosure waiting for the Sheriff 
and Clark to appear. The condemned man 
walked steadily, ascending the scaffold witn- 
out assistance. The drop fell at 11:07 a. m. 


and he was pronounced dead in twelve min- 
utes. At 4:29 the body was cut down. 
CLARK'S CRIME. 

The crime for which Clark paid the penalty 
on the scaffold at Waynesburg, Green Coun- 
ty, to-day, was the murder o "Wm. McCaus- 
land, a drover of Allegheny City, on Septem- 
ber 10, 1887. On the morning on which he was 
shot down, McCausland left e steamer 
James G. Blaine at McCann’s Ferry in Cum 
berland Township. About a mile from the 
spot in asmall ravine he was fired upon and 
felidead. The assagsine evidently thought 
him still alive and fired again, the second bul- 
let piercing his band and even afterwards 
fractured his skull with a stone. The body was 
robbed of about $1,200. McCausland had been 
seen a few moments before the murder and 
the body was discoverd almost before the rob- 
bers had completed their work. The scene 
ofthe murder is about three hundred yards 
from Frank Clark's house. Frank Clark and 
James Neff were suspected and arrested, but 
Clark proved an alibi. Three months later 
George Clark and Zachariah Tavior were 
arrested. They had been seen in the vicinity 
ofthe murder. Nearthe body ofthe victim 
was found arevoiver having the initials ‘*J. 
T. C. Which corresponded with those of a 
brother of George Clark. Although the evi- 
dence wat entirely circumstantial both men 
were convicted. 

Eight persons were indicted for complicity 
in the crime. Six of these were Clarks. 
Taylor isa brother-in-law of George Ciark 
and theelghth man is James Neff. Four of 
the prisoners were convicted. Benjamin 
Clark made a confession implicating George 
Clark, Taylor and Neff. The latter was con- 
victed, but upon a newtrial and a change of 
yenue was acquitted. The remainder of those 
indicted were released without being brought 
to trial. Maguie Clark aged 16 and two 
younger Clark children were seen near the 
scené ofthe murder when the body was dis- 
covered. The girl was indicted, but the 
charge was withdrawn to make her a witness. 

George Clark was 36 years old, and was born 
withinamile of where Drover McCausland 
was shot down. He has steadily maintained 
his innocence, and said only yesterday that 
he did not want Sheriff Goodwin to bang him, 
as he would be guilty of murder if he did. 

Zachariah Taylor, also condemned to death 
for complicity in the same crime, will be exe- 
cuted April 9.

PERILOUS SITUATION OF FORTY WORKMEN 
IN A COAL PIT.

The Cage Caught by a Cave -In, Cutting Off 
Means of Escape — How Their Rescue 
Was Finally Efieccted—Further Details of 
the Train Wreck at Peoria—Uuried From 
the Platform of a Car. 


Br Telegraph tothe POSt-DISPATCH. 

Earrr S8TatTron, N. C., Feb. 26.— Forty 
laborers imprisoned in the Egypt coal mine. 
This was the news that spread terror throug h- 
out the county Monday night. The Egypt is 
the only coal mine in North Carolina and 
usually fifty laborers are employed in it, but 
Monday there were only forty. The pit is 450 
feet deep and there is only one cage to draw 
out the men. During the afternoon this cage 
was caught by aslight cave-in about midway 
between the top and bottom of the only shaft, 
thus rendering useless the only means by 
which the laborers could get out. 

The news soon spread throughout the 
county and hundreds of people gathered 
about the mines, but with the machinery 
blocked there was no way possibile to pump it 
out. The miners would therefore soon drown 
if not rescued. No volee could penetrate the 
depths and no sound could be heard from be- 


low. 
Night came on, but there were no prospects 


of rescue. At last Samuel A. Hengesey, the 


President of the coal mine company, got some 
men to work and throughout the night, while 
they tried to loosen the machinery, mothers 
walked up and down, weeping and carrying 
babes in their arme. Midnight came, but no- 

body thought of sicepine. Just before day- 
break some men were lowered down to the 
fastened cage and cut a hole in it. Thie soon 
let daylight Into the cave below, and immed!i- 
ately a shout from the miners was beard. 

The glad tidings were then sent up ‘‘that 
the men were alive.”’ Soon ropes were let 
down and one by one the men were pulled 
out. All were alive, but had the rescue been 
delayed all would hawe been drowned, as the 
water in the mime bed risen four feet and 
would have soon covered the head of every 
man. They were all wet, cold and half 
starved. 

We did not expect to be rescued af all,“ 
remarked an old man. We felt sure that the 
mine had caved in at the top and 
nota man of us ever expected to be taken out 
of that pitalive. We huddled close together 
and spent the time in singing and praying. 
We knew atthe rate the water was rising on 
us that it would be only a matter ofa few 
hours before we would all drown and it. re- 
quired a lot ot talk and persuasion to keep 
some of the men one lying down in the water 
and drowning before the water wep three 
feet deep. Wethen made à vow to 8 
our feet just as long as we could and w 
could stand no longer we had agreed to lay 
down in the water at 1 N time and die. 
It was an awful time an nk we all gut- 
fered the horrors of a n ‘deaths.’

A Serious Wreck.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Feb. 2%. — Judge 
Crozier of the First Judicial District of Kan- 
sas rendered a detCision yesterday which 
throws a new lightonthe law awainst liquor 
seliing in Kansas.

A New York Priest Investigating 
the Cheap Living Districts 
of St. Louis. 


His Trip Through Narrow Passa- 
ges and Up Dark Stairways. 


Two People Live on $6 a Month, Payiug 
Rent and Providing Food and Clothing— 
Deserted by Her Husband—The Number 
of People Crowded Into Poorly Lighted 
and Illy Ventilated Rooms—LKieven Hun- 
dred Peeple in One Block, of Two Hun- 
dred Room — Scenes in Clabber Alley 
and Wild Cat Chute— A Washerwoman’s 
Task—Her Home—Gereral Details ot a 
Day’s Investigation. 


ATHER J. O0. 8. 
HUNTINGTON,O. H. 
C., a son of Bishop 
Huptington, the cele- 
brated New Tork di- 
vine, is spending a 
few weeks in St. Louis 
andthe vicinity. He 
is well-known in 
New York on accoun 
of his radical advo- 
cacy of the single tax 
theory, and his work 
to assuage and amel 
= lorate the deplorable 
condition of New York’s poor. He was a 
promising student, and declined one of the 
best livings inthe gift ot the Church to con- 
tinue his chosen work. The first heard 
of him in the West was at the 
Spring Valley coal mines during the 
recent strike,where he appeared alone among 
the infuriated miners, gave them the secret 
sign of the Knights of Labor, showing that he 
was one ot them, and by his counsel and in- 
fiuence prevented a great amount of trouble. 
The letters O. H. C., whicn he writes after his 
name, signify that he is a member ot the 
Order of the Holy Cross, asociety the mem- 
pers of which devote their time and energy to 
the betterment of the condition of the worthy 
poor.

The start was made 
from the Laclede Hotel, and although 
carriages were profiered for the 
occasion, Fatber Huntington absolutely de- 
clined to ride, saying he would prefer to walk. 
The party walked up Broadway to Biddie 
street and the first call was made at the 
Friendly Inn, 1226 North Broadway. 
There was no one in the room with 
the exception of the janitor, who was 
busily engaged in sweeping out the apart- 
ment. Father Henderson noticed a number 
of quotations from the Bible, printed on 
aper, and tacked around the room. The 
ollowing one attracted his attention particu- 


lariy:

On the 
floor sat two  fiaxen-haired little tote, 
playing with some blocks of wood and at the 
rickety table sat a girl about 12 years old 
reading from a tattered book. A knock at the 
door spoiled the scene and the woman with a 
curteey greeted the visitors and hurriediy 
wiped her wet hands on her apron. She 
said she paid $4.50 11 month for 
the room and supported herself 
and children by washing. The eldest was go- 
ing to school. The room showed that the 
poor woman was having a desperate battle 
with poverty, but she was making a noble 
struggle. The room was strung with wet 
clothes, fresh from the tub, and this, witha 
large pile down on the floor, testified to her 
energy.

The prin- 
cipal evil in such a lite 18 that 
the children must grow up amid such sur- 
roundings. They are never alone and know 
no privacy. Once when I was ina New York 
tenement house I was with a little boyina 
room and Iwent down stairs for a minute.

‘*The children go to school and learn to read 
and write. The girl wants refinement and cul- 
tivation, and the boy has ambition.

DISASTROUS RESULTS LIKELY TO FOLLOW 
THE PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION. 


Great Anxiety Felt by Cattle Breeders on 
Account of the Order to Vacate the 
Strip—Some of the Results That Will 
Follow—A Desperate Pian of Defense 
Under Discussion. 


HE proclamation of 
the President order- 
ing all cattlemen to 
remove their stock 
from the Cherokee 
Strip is causing no 
littie anxiety, not 
only among those 
as directly interested, 
dut also among 
ranchmen and farm-

ube. R. A. Landrum of 
Emporia, Kan., who 
is a large owner of cattle, said on the floor of 
the Merchants’ Exchange: ‘‘The order, if car- 
ried out, will give the cattle business a set- 
back from which it will not recover for a long 
time, and will result in hundreds of bank- 
rupteles. 
A DISASTHOUS ORDER. 

„The cattlemen have been having a hard 
time during the last few years, and are just 
getting on their feet. In 4 year or two, if the 
Government does not interfere, we would 
have been in a good position once more. 
There isno doubt that there has been over- 
production, not only gn the ranges, but also 
onthe farms. The farmers for the past two 
years have been cutting off the source of sup- 
ply, selling their cows for beef and breeding 
fewer calves. The good results of this scheme 
have already been felt, not in the 
higher price of beef to the con- 
sumers, but in tne decreased ability 
of the beef canning companies to depress the 
price of cattle on the hoof as they see fit. Not 
80 many head are sent to market, and if 
prices are not good the owners can hold them. 
Within a year or two, had matters been al- 
lowed to take their natural course, the iron 
rule of the beef barons would have been 
broken. But this proclamation, ordering the 
cattle out of the Cherokee strip, is just what 
the barons wanted, and will be nearly ruinous 
to the producers. An exactly similar order 
by President Cleveland produced the 
last cattle panic, and delivered us 
up bound hand and foot to the 


Big Four. People do not realize what it means 
to order a large body of cattieSut ofa range 
eountry. The owners cannot take them clse- 
where, for all the ranges are full, and there 1s 
no room for any more. The only thing to be 
done is to throw the cattle, the large majority 
in an Immature condition, upon the market to 
sell for what they will bring. 
THE EFFECT UPON THE MARKET. 

‘**This is not only hard on the owners, but is 
destructive to the market. Prices are 
lowered, and men who had counted 
on receiving a certain amount are disap- 
pointed. In most cases the ranchmen and 
farmers haveto have money at any sacrifice 
to meet their liabilities, and are obliged to 
offer more cattle for sale than they intended. 
This, of course, would include much imma- 
ture stock, which in a year or.two would have 
been sold at a good figure and would produce 
much better beef than if sold when too 
young. The whole business is thus terribly 
injured, as experience has proved. It is very 
hard when we are getting on our feet 
after a knock-down blow to receive 
another ofthe same kind. The cattlemen in 
the Cherokee strip are desperate, as the re- 
moval at such short notice will be ruinous to 
them. They are talking about adopting a 
method of defense which will prove very 
formidable. Some of the leading men say 
that they will not remove their cattie, but 
leave the Government to carry out its own 
orders. Their excuse will be that there 18 no- 
where to drive them. If the Government 
should order the cavalry to drive off the 
herds; as was threatend by the last Adminis- 
tration, it will be found to be by no means 
an easy matter. To round up the 
herds would be simple enough, but the ques- 
tion willbe what todo with them when they 
have them in hand. 

WHAT WILL THEY DO? 

The officers in charge would have no right 
to drive cattle upon or across the land of men 
who object to their presence and there is no 
public land within reach upon which the stock 
could be herded. The cattle would provea 
white elephant upon the bands of the Govern- 
ment and could scarcely be disposed 
of short of shooting them down, 
a measure that would scarcely be re- 
sorted to. I cannot see how the Government 
can enforce its order, without the co-opera- 
tion of the owners, and it is rather too much 
to expect a man to cheerfully aid in ruin- 
ing himself. A protest against the order will 
be made, and an altercation secured if 
possible. If the cattle owners are allowed to 
remain long enough to mature their young 
stock, they will get out ofthe strip, otherwise 
they are more than likely to compel the gov- 
ernment to put them out, which will prove an 
almost impossible task.

Expese Guarded Secrets.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 26.—The case of 
Fiske vs. Trowbridge, soonto comeon trial 
in thisecity, will greatly interest Masons. 
Frank B. Fiske has brought an action agaist 
Elisha M. Trowbridge, in which he alleges that 
he as President of the New Haven Binding Co. 
agreed to print for Trowbridge a pamphlet of 
forty pages vrofusely illustrated with wood 


cuts. When the proof sheets were sent to 
Trowbridge he refused to pay the advance of 
$166 necessary tv continue the work.

any part or parts, art or arts, point or points 
of the secrets and mysteries of ancient Free- 
masonry which I receive, am about to receive 
or may hereafter receive or be instructed in, 
to any person or persons in the world, except 
it be toa-trueand lawful brother Mason, or 
within the body of a just and lawfully con- 
structed lodge of Masons. 

Furthermore I promise and swear that I 
will not write, print, stamp, indite, indent, 
engrave on anything movable or immovable 
under the canopy of heaven whereby or 
whereon the least letter, figure, character, 
mark, stain, shadow or resemblance of the 
same may become legible or intelligent 
through my unwofthiness, binding myself 
under no less a penalty than having my throat 
cut from ear to ear, my tongue torn out Dy 
the roots, my body buried in the rough sands 
of the sea at iow water mark, wherethe tide 
ebbs and flows once in twenty-four hours.

The ball 
passed through Dozier’s Heart, yet he ran 
back across the street and fell dead on bis 
mistress’ steps. Cruse and Tandy was ar- 
rested the following dav and confessed their 
complicity in the ae Cruse said he fired 
in gelf-defense, while Tandy said that 
while he was with Cruse at the time 
he was guiltiess of any complicity. A reput- 
able witness said, however, that he had 
heard the three men planning the murder at 
thecorner of Twenty-third and Olive streets 
half an hour before the killing was done. 
Cruse is but 16 years ot axe. Tandy is the son 
of the well-known colored politician. He has 
been in many police scrapes. Green has so 
far eluded arrest.

FIGHT AND PIERCE IS KILLED- 


The Murderer Found Hiding in a Trunk—He 
Telis a Story That Is Not Supported by 
the Testimony of Witnesses—Details of 
the Tragic Ocecurrencs Told by Those 
Who Saw It.

commenced to drink. Atthis Pierce angrily 
protested and, backed by most of the others 
in the crowd, not only compelled Hennessey 
to put down the beer but drove him from fhe 
room. Hennessey returned a few minutes 
later and was chased out by Pierce 
a second time. He stood in the yard, how- 
ever, and would not move away as Pierce 
ordered him. Enraged at this Pierce ran at 
Hennessey. No sooner had hecome within 
arm’s reach when Hennessey struck. 
PIERCE DROPPER TO THE GROUND 
and Hennessey ran away. The drunken men 
crowded around Pierce and endeavored to 
stop the flow of blood from a small wound 


over the heart. Pierce raised up from the 
ground and said to one of the men: 

‘‘Jack, Billy Hennessey cut me.

and no trace of him could be found. The 
Third District force was at once 
search for him and reported that he had not 
been seen inanyof his accustomed haunts. 
About 10 o'clock p. m., however, Detectives 
Gocking and Maloney of the Fifth District 
went to the residence of Hennessey’s 
brother-in-law, George Lawler, living 
at 1436 Collins street and asked 
Lawler to show them through the house.

The lid was raised 
and Hennessey, bent almost double and half 
suffocated, was dragged out. On the way to 
the station he admitted that be had done the 
cutting, but pleaded that he acted entirely in 
self-defense. He had not meant to kill his 
opponent, he said, and waseo frightened at 
the result of his hasty stroke that he 
hid himself away without thinking in what 
light his fight would appear. Pierce said he 
**hadit iu for him’’ fora number of years and 
improved every opportunity to abuse him,

that Pierce aseauited him with stones before 
he used bis knife. 

John Connéilv, the witness who saw the 
whole affair, disputes this statement. Con- 
nelly left the room with Pierce when he 
chased Hennessey the second time and saw the 
stabbing. He was taken with Pierce to 
the City Dispensary and afterwards 
rode with the body to the 
Morgue. He spent the 
drinking beer in an adjacent saloon and was 
most woefully intoxicated when Chief ot De 
tectives Hugh O’Neil endeavored to get from 
him astatement. Connelly refused to talk, 
saying that he intended to Keep bis story for 
the Coroner’s jury. After halt an hour ot 
fruitiess inquiry the Chief ordered the fellow 
locked up until he was sober. Connelly spent 
the night in a cell in the hold over. his 
morning he was more willing to talk. He gave 
substantially the same statement of the kill- 
ing as is published above.

That almost the entire New England, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania vote would go to Chicago 
had not been anticipated, but it was found 
that New York had very little Republican 
strength outside of its own State. The Dem- 
ocratic votes were not consolidated, but were 
‘scattered among the other three candidates, 
and this largely increased the influence 
of Chicago, as while that elty had 
a bare majority, its support was far larger 
than that of any other city. There is some 
talk indulged in to the effect that there had 
been an inaccurate count on the last ballot, 
but there Is little chance of the result being 
disputed on that ground, as all the rivals of 
Chicago are inclined to consider the vote in 
the House as decisive of the contest. Some, 
however, are of the opinion that the fight in 
the Senate will not result in the same manner 
as the contest in the Lower House. It is 
asserted that a majority of the Senate are op- 
posed to the selection of Chicago as a site for 
the World's Fair and will not confirm, the 


verdict of the House.

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‘MON DAY'S SEVERE STORM | 


LIEUT- DAY SAYS IT MAY BE FXPECTED IN 
THIS NEIGHBORHOOD SOON. 


Atmospheric and Other Conditions Which 
Lead the Local Signal Service Officer to 
This Belief—The Damage Dove by the 
Monday Storm Not Yet Known, Because 
Telegraph and Telephone Wires Havo 
Been Kndbeked Out.

The 

severe storms were 

just a little éast of us and the tornadoes were 
southeast of the storm. You will notice that 
they are alwaysin that quarter of a storm. 
On one side of the storm center the tempera- 
ture was high, while on the other side it was 
very low. Such conditiohs generally cause a 
storm. The maximum temperature here ves- 
terday was 65, while the minimum for this 
morning was 26. It is exceedingly probable 
that the temperature will be 20 degrees lower 
by to-morrow morning. Icould give you no 
accurate idea regarding the storm, as we have 
not the reports to prove it. The tornado on 
the map would make but avery small spot. 

The wind storm of Monday night, which was 
not much felt here, did great damage in other 
places, as will be sen below: 

THE CAUSE OF MONDAY NIGHT'S STORM. 

At Marion, Ky., the rain and wind storm 
was the most disastrous ever known. It com- 
menoed about inidnight with hail, wind and 
lightning. The court-bouse was unroofed and 
partiy blown down, the records being badly 
damaged. The opera-house was unroofed and 
the scenery and interior decorations great- 
ly damaged. A number of stores were unroofed 


and their contents ruined by the storm; Prof. 
Adams’ residence was demolished by failing 
trees anda uowmber of other houses damaged; 
Cardin’s furniture factory was unroofed and 
the machinery and stock greatly damaged 
and «a large amount of stock was Killed 
and drowned. The people are badly 
frightened. All the churches are open 
and services are being held. The telegraph 
and telephone wires are ail down and the 
small streams have overflowed their banks 
and become raging torrents. 

At Hot Springs, Ark. the storm did much 
damage in the southern portion of the city. 
The storm struck the city about 
8 o'clock and began wreckin 
houses «and blowing duwn trees an 
fences. Rain, mixed with hail,fell in torrents 
and considerable damage was done. The old 
observatory, which has stood for many years 
onthe summit of Hot Springs Mountain, was 
blown 4 8 The path of the eyelone be- 
tween Hot Springs and the river is a mass of 
wrecked timber and demolished farm bouses. 
It is supposed that a number of lives were lost 
but the telegraph wires are down and it is im- 
possible to obtain information. 

At Louisville, Ky., the storm utterly de- 
moralized the ‘telegraph service and commnu- 
nication with the South was cut completely 
off. Allthe wires went down about midnight 
Monday. A large gang of men is out making 
repairs. 

At Gathesville, Tex., about $25,000 worth of 
damages was done by the storm. The 
Court-house was unproofed; the Masonic 
Hall wae treated likewise and the Santa 
Fe freight depot was totally wrecked, one 
half the roof being carried 200 yards away. in 
East Gainesville several houses were wrecked. 
The windstorm was followod by rain and nali, 
chunks of ice as large as a hen s egg falling. 
In the country immense damage was done. 

At Martinaville, Ind., White River has over- 
flowed its banks ‘and all the low country is in- 
undated. Trains are delayed and in some 
places the track has been washed away. The 
river is still rising rapidly. 

At Evansville, Ind., the tracks are washed 
away in some places, ‘making travel impossi- 
bie. All the creeks and small streams are 
torrents and the land issubmerged. Green 
River is full, and the Ohio ie being swelled 
greatly. Farmers will suffer much loss, and 
all the railroads will be greatly damaged. 
Telephone and telegraph connections have 
been destroyed. 

A dispatch from Cleveland, O., states that 
advices have been received from smaller 
cities in that vicinity reporting very 
great damage from floode the and 
the raliroads are greatly embarrassed by 
washouts. At Tadmor a farmer signaled a 
train and prevented ite running into a wash- 
out. At Findlay all the cellarsof prominent 
manufacturing establishments are flooded 
and the contents ruined. Natural gas pipes 
have been carried away and all culverts and 
bridges are ruined. 

Dispatches from Indianapolis, Vincennes, 
Laura and other places report bridges and 
track washed away and other damage. Jones- 
boro, Ark., suffered greatly from a severe hail 
storm. One farmer had fencing wushed away 
which has stood eighteen years previously.
